Tn carrying out this intontion they 
‘seem to have mot so little opposition 
‘that they burst across the province into 
Chibi, and Ind taken up their, quar- 
tera nt Paou-ting, about hundred miles 
from Tientsin, before the Imperialists 
hind well awoke to tho fact of their ap- 
proach. An odict dograding all tho 
officers who could possibly be connect 
‘od with the mattor, was the first symp- 
tom that the Peking Cabinet perceived 
itadangor. The Governor of Chib-li 
‘was superseded, the Governors'of Kun- 
suh and Honan wero dograded, Li- 
hung-chang himsolf was deprived of 
his doable eyed poneoek’s fonthor and 
of his yellow jckot. It romains to bo 
‘seon how the Commander-in-Chief will 
take this disgrace. Possibly, us it 
involves no actual loss of power o dig- 
iy, he may not trouble much about 
tho’ matter. Otherwiso, his decided 
stand in tho matter of the Nauking 
Viceroyalty proves that any attempt 
to abeko his mntorial porition would 
bo unwiso, Tt is true, the Emporor 
hha roferred tho quostion of his dore- 
Hictions to the Board of Rites ; and it 
Il bo intoresting to sco whother 
any furthor attempt to disgraco him 
will bo made, Although of course 
inforior in nominal rank and posi- 
tion to Wenseang and other mag- 
halos in the eapita Li, and his ally 
‘Twn aro actually tho most poworfal 
‘mou in tho ompiro. It will bo intorest- 
ing to 800 whothor tho Emperor dare 
attack the position of either, aud whethor 
either would yi 
In the meantime, troops, aro being 
marchod from all points to the scone of 
danger. Li is ordored to quit his un- 
finished Iabours in Shautung. From 
Hon and Shonse, from Sbantang 
aud from Peking, troops are assombling. 
‘Tho fortifications of ‘Tientsin are be- 
ing strengthonod to resist possible at- 
tack; militinaro being armed ; and the 
foroign rosidonts havo formed thom- 
solves inton Voluntoor Corps, for tho 
dofenco of tho settloment. Engnge- 
mouts have already takou placo botwoen 
tho Imporialisto and robels, with uncer- 
in success ; but wo shall be surprised 

if Li does not succeed in ai 
from thoir unploasant pi 
Poking, who ho is ablo to dispose of | 
tho Inrge forces that aro marching to 
his aid. ‘Tho dangor, howover, will 
ouly be removed ton greator distanco— 
not extirpated. ‘The weaknoss of tho 
prosont dynasty sooms to incroaso with 
time. Rebellion is no soonor repress 
odin ono part of tho ompiro than it 
springs up with renowed force in an- 
other. ‘Tho evil lies at tho root, in the 
corruption of officials and tho weakaoss 
of tho executive. By croating distress, 
rebellion bogots rebellion ; and by neg- 
it 
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aids its oporntion, Tho ro 
anal brigaudage develop 
ous insurrection.

It 
is not improbable, we hear, that quarterly 
rotarns will bo substituted. 

‘From a rough calculation Intely mado, it 
appears that the import of Grey Shirtings 
from England and Hongkong, taken from 
Gth December, 1867, (at which time the 
stock in Shanghai was reduced to a more 
Dagatelle) was about 1,880,500 pioces, ‘The 
re-exports from 6th December, 1867 to Sn 
March 1868, were about 687,250 picces, and 
tho local deliveries about 85,000, leaving 
‘an estimated stock in all hands on the 
th inst. of 658,250 pioces. ‘Tho above 
statistics include the estimated cargocs of 
tho Magellan, Taitsing and Aurora Austra- 
lis, and are, ofcourse, open to to correction. 
Itis bolioved that, of the present stock, tho 
‘greater portion is in second hands. 

At a meeting of sharcholers on the China 
Firo Insurance Company, tho Minutes of 
the previous mectings were confirmed, anid 
the Report and Accounts submitted by the 
Directors, accopted. Messrs. 1veson, Probst, 
Cunningham, Hayes, Boll, and J.'T. Brand, 
‘were elected Directors for the ensuing year, 
At the request of Mr. Lavers, letter 
taking the Directors to call n special meot- 
ing for tho 7th April—for tho: purpose of 
considering whethor it might bo desirable 
to terminate the business of tho Company 
—wasrond. The Chairman anounced that 
tho Directors ind resolved that no more 
inks should bo taken, in the meantime, in 
Hongkong, Foochow or Japan, and their 
‘action was approved. Mr. Carter proposed 
‘an amendment that business should bo atop- 
ped altogether, buttho Chairman declined to 
ut it to the meoting, on tho plea that it 
amounted to winding up the Company, which 
the present meoting had not power to do.
